Tfee C h a rm in g T o w n by th e H lver 
Side la G ro w in g . 
. F. Isbell, of Rivera, says his pretty 
town by the river side on the Santa Fe 
line is boomiDg. 
New houses are being 
built all the tim e, and all sorts of im 
provements being made. 
W .W . Chaney 
is putting up a fine house, at a cost of 
$2,000, 
The Thompson brothers have 
bought several lots, on one of w hich they 
are erecting a small cottage, to cost $500. 
on another they are putting up a business 
block for stores and rooms. As soon as 
their lease on the premises they now 
occupy runs out, they will move into 
their own new block. 
This will cost 
$1,500. Hamilton West, the livery stable 
man, is turning bis building around, so 
as to put it in better ‘position. 
He is 
enlarging it to snit th e increasing business 
of the place. Allen Cann, the saloon 
man of Rivera, is building a cosy cottage, 
to cost $1,000. 
The lum ber ’is on the 
ground for it. There are three or four 
others getting ready to build shortly. 
Many new people are coming into 
Rivera, looking around for lots to buy. 
These would like to rent a house for a 
few weeks, but there is not a vacant one 
in the place. 
The farm ers near Rivera are busy 
gathering and shipping their walnut crop. 
The prices are 7% cents for hard shell 
and 
cents for soft shell. There will 
be 5,000 to 6,000 sacks, grown within a 
radius of three miles from the Santa Fe 
depot. 
These 
will bring in to the 
farm ers $50,000 in good gold coin. 
Mr. Isbell reports the corn crop fine. 
The hog crop is also good. 
For corn, 
buyers are offering about 80 cents a 
cental, but the producers are holding for 
a better price. 
The orange crop this w inter will be 
smaller than usual. W hat fruit there 
will be will be of excellent size and 
quality. Last year the farm ers realized 
in many instances as high as $600 and 
$700 an acre for their orange crop. 


Yesterday afternoon, about half-past 
five o’clock, Mr. J. M. W orkm an, of 
Boyle H eights, met with a serious acci­ 
dent at the intersection of Main and First 
streets.

THE BIGGEST BLOCK YET. 


T iia t I n W h a t Is P roposed fo r the 
Corner of S p rlu g a u d T h ir d . 
One of the show windows on the 
west side of Spring street just above Sec­ 
ond, bad in view yesterday the drawing 
of an immense brick block proposed for 
the northwest corner of Third and Spring 
streets. Here the Messrs. H am m el & 
Denker own two full lots of the original 
Bize, 60x165 feet, or 120x165 for the two. 
I t is the old Chris. F luhr residence site 
of twentv-flve years ago. The building 
proposed will be the largest by all means 
in the city, and the most handsomely 
finished. The f&uons Bryson-Bonebrake 
block would be small in comparison with 
this one. The vacant lot as it stands to­ 
day is perhaps the very best bit of unim­ 
proved property in the city. 
It is not at all sure th at the two gen­ 
tlemen who now own the finest block in 
this city, th at on the corner of Spring 
and Second, will not be the ones to pat 
op the new one to so far eclipse their

in the way

building. 
Recently a report was 
given in one of the dailies of the city to 
the effect th at John Bryson, Sr., had 
offered prior to his departure from the 
city $200,000, or about $1,600 a front foot 
for the incomparable property abeve re­ 
ferred to, and th at the offer was refused. 
That of course was a wild statement. The 
truth of the m atter is more nearly like 
th is: Mr. Bryson left an offer here of 
$120.000, or $1,000 a front foot for the 
property. 
H e and the owners are now 
bargaining at a figure running somewhere 
along about $140,000 or $150,000 for the 
two lota. If an agreement is reached 
on some such basis there ie no doubt the 
new building will be begun a t an early 
day.

Goyemor Treichel Replies 
to the Charges. 


8TBAI8HTF0BWAKD STATEMENT. 


No Decision W ill be Given by the 
Beard Here—-Improvements 
in Contemplation. 


At 9 o’clock yesterday morning the 
investigation oí the affairs of the Soldiers’ 
Home was continued in the official quar­ 
ters, Colonel Harris, the Vice-President 
acting Chairman of the board, con­ 
ducting the proceedings. Chaplain Mil­ 
lard was the first to put ip an appear­ 
ance, and continued in the lame strain in 
which he talked the day before. He 
seemed to think that the laws of equality 
had not been observed .in his instance, 
and gave as an evidence that when he 
went to shake hands with the Governor, 
Colonel Treichel only gave him two fin­ 
gers. Most of his eloquence was in a 
similar strain, and before he left he put 
in a few words on behalf of his friend, 
Biley Hobson. 
When he had departed there appeared 
on the scene Veteran James R. Finch, 
who stated that he desired to have his 
name removed from a petition against 
the Governor, which he had been induced 
to sign when besy, under the pretext that 
it was a document of another nature. He 
added that he had no complaint of any 
description against Colonel Treichel. 
A. 
C. Libby then came into the board 
room. He stated that he had but very 
little complaint to make, and that it was 
against the food. He was a veteran of 
the Mexican war, and was therefore an 
old man, and could not masticate the 
meat. He thought, however, that a good 
deal of the trouble laid with the cook, 
end he remarked that they had not had 
a good cook in the Home. He had noth­ 
ing against the Governor at all. 
When Libby went out the Orderly Ser­ 
geant called for other complainants to 
appear, but there was no response. 
Golonel Harris was therefore left without 
work, but meantime Colonels Markham 
and Thomas examined the commissary 
department. After a short time, Veteran 
George Byfield came before the board 
and said that he had a complaint to 
make. He said that he had never been 
in a Home before. He complained that 
he had not had proper medical treat­ 
ment. When he tried to enter the Home, 
on the 1st of last September, he was 
refused admission. 
He went to the 
County Hospital and stayed until last 
March, when he was admitted here. He 
Baid that he did not have proper medical 
attendance. He had hemorrhages, but 
did not get the stimulants he ought to 
have. He was at the hospital table, but 
did not like the treatment, so he went to 
the regular table. 
A few minutes before 11 o’clock 
Colonels Markham and Thomas returned 
from their inspection tour, and spoke of 
having found everything satisfactory. 
Col. Thomas was loud in his praise of 
the wards, and said that the establish­ 
ments were in very fine order. 
At 10:45 the visitors put in an appear­ 
ance and joined the board, the arrivals 
being General £. P. Johnson, Colonel 
Vernon and the press representatives. 
Colonel Harris then announced that it 
appeared as if all of the complaints from 
the men had been heard, and stated that 
he would proceed with the examination 
of the officers of the branch. 
GOVERNOR TREICHEL TEBTIPIES. 
Col. Treichel, the Governor of the 
Home, was accordingly called to the 
stand, and testified as follows: “1 have 
been Governor of this branch since the 
beginning, and wa- also financial official 
until the 1st of July last. I received and 
disbursed all moneys, and advertised for 
all bids and contracts up to that time. I 
appointed the subordinate officers of the 
Home, the Commisaary, Quartermaster, 
Barrack Sergeants, and all 
non­ 
commissioned officers. Up to the time 
that Major Erffman reported, I only had 
one commissioned officer, Dr. Hasse, to 
aid me. I performed all of the official 
duties with the exception of the medical 
ones until Major Erdman arrived. I 
have had occasion to remove subordinate 
officers for cause. The first one, 1 be­ 
lieve, was Sergeant-Major Merritt. I 
discharged him because he published or 
made a false affidavit in relation to my 
integrity and the Conduct of the Home; 
lor Inciting others to Contempt and in­ 
subordination, and for violation of con­ 
fidence and trust. My Police Sergeant 
ia named Rice; he has been in office 
since April or May last. I have had re­ 
ports from members of this branch com­ 
plaining of Rice’s brutality and mis­ 
management. The barber who has been 
discharged complained of rough treat­ 
ment. I investigated his complaint and 
found that the complainant was drunk 
and 
very violent, 
and 
I 
was 
convinced that he required severe treat­ 
ment. The barber had been struck with 
something by Rice in an effort to control 
him, for he was endeavoring to break 
the guard-house down, and he did it 
to a certain extent. 
To restrain 
him Rice struck him, 
but 
the 
barber was not badly injured. My final 
determination was that the Sergeant of 
Police had undoubtedly been attacked, 
and in defending himself had been 
obliged to use force. I believe that he 
only used such violence as was necessary 
to subdue the prisoner. The barber was 
acting like a maniac from rum ; I saw 
him. I afterwards had the barber be­ 
fore me when he was sober; I recom­ 
mended him to the Board of Managers 
for a dishonorable discharge, an4 he got 
it. I am not aware that there was ever 
any other direct charge against him.” 
The Colonel then consulted the records, 
and then read as follows: “The man’s 
name was J. Benson. He was drunk 
and abusive and Btole from his comrades, 
and his presence was undesirable to his 
comrades, so say the charges and speci­ 
fications preferred against him. He was 
a man I could not control, and therefore 
I recommended him for dishonorable 
discharge.” 
Colonel Harris—Now please tell me 
about your police system, and its modus 
operandi. 
Governor Treichel—I have a Sergeant 
of Police, six policemen and a guard­ 
house keeper. Two of these men are 
always on duty. Men are on duty day 
and night, the night men acting as 
watchmen, and making rounds at stated 
intervals. Within fifteen minutes after 
tattoo Sergeants of companies are ord­ 
ered to notify the Sergeant of the Guard 
of all absentees, and they return the re­ 
porta with them to headquarters at the 
Governor’s office, with a list of their 
names and what they are arrested for. 
The report is made daily at 8. a. m. The 
chargee are read out to each one, and he 
ia asked if he has anything to say. If 
ha desires to summon witnesses the 
privilege ia always granted, and I think 


I can safely say that no each request wss 
ever made except on one occasion. On 
that occasion the man was very drank, 
and I told him to bring his 'witnesses 
when he was sober. His witnesses were 
¿1 in the same condition that he was in, 
so I diamiaoed the case. I have always 
given the sentence at the time, because 
the offenses have been slight. The 
records ahow what the punishments are 
(referring to them). The dump is work 
without pay, generally scraping up the 
rounds, peeling potatoes and so forth, 
never gave 
more than sixty 
days on mis dump, and a por­ 
tion of the time is remitted for 
good behavior. I have had a great many 
cases where men were confined by the 
civil authorities; in these instances I 
have considered the punishment suffi­ 
cient and have excused them. I use the 
guard-house as a place of detention, not 
punishment. A man arrested in the 
evening ia kept in the guard-house until 
8 o’clock the next morning. I have 
never sent them to the guard-house for 
punishment, but men have occasionally 
been sent there from the hospital because 
the doctor could not control them.” 
Dr. Haaee was here called upon to ex­ 
plain bow this was, and he said: “The 
first man sent from the hospital was Jno. 
McKenna, for abusive conduct toward 
the nurses and for threats. He said he 
would put a hole through the nurse! 1 
therefore sent him to the guard-house, 
and he stayed there two days and nights. 
He then requested to be taken back to 
the hospital and begged pardon for his 
behavior. The second man sent there 
was George Simpson, for behavior of a 
similar kind. He drew a knife and 
threatened to stab the nurse, which I be­ 
lieve he intended to do. He was also in 
the guard-house two days and nights, and 
on promising to reform was taken back 
t3 the hospital. He fell back into his 
old habits and was once more put in the 
guard-house. The same food was given 
him that was served in the hospital and 
he refused it. He subsequently relented, 
and was taken back to the hospital, where 
he now is. There is no other place where 
they can be confined, and it was neces­ 
sary that the obstreperous should be 
removed for the sake of the other 
patients. 
Governor Treichel, continuing, then 
said: “I do not know of any other cases 
besides those cited of complaints of bru­ 
tal treatment.” 
Golonel Harris then asked if men not 
under arreBt had permission to make 
complaints to him. 
Governor Treichel—My office ia open 
from 8 a m. to 6 p. m., and 1 am there 
nearly all the time, ready to receive 
complaints. I cannot recall any com­ 
plaints ever having been made to me. 
I never refused to hear any man who had 
any complaint to make. I was never 
informed by any member of this branch 
that the meat was not good. Once my 
attention was called to the breakfast 
hash by a man named Young. He was 
very violent regarding the m atter; he 
used filthy language and tried to make a 
disturbance in the dining-room. Within 
fifteen minutes of that time the Com­ 
missary Sergeant brought me a sample 
of the hash. I tasted it, and found that 
it was as good, if not better, than I often 
have myself. I can safely say that this 
is the only complaint about the food I 
have ever had. 
Colonel Harris then called for the 
record of the case of West, who com­ 
plained that he had made a grievance 
against the coffee and had been arrested. 
Colonel Treichel then read it and found 
that West was charged with insubordi­ 
nation, resisting arrest, etc. “I sen­ 
tenced him to thirty days on the dump. 
He said that he could do nothing, 
and I told him that be must 
pare potatoes, and if 
he could 
not do that he must get the doctor to ex­ 
cuse him. He then used foul and hor­ 
rible language. He demanded his dis­ 
charge rather than perform the duty, 
and I gave it to him. (Governor Treichel 
then read a letter from the Yountville 
Home, in which it was shown that West 
could not be managed at that institu­ 
tion.) He was a hard man to control, 
unreasonable, dissatisfied and foul­ 
mouthed. At the time that I appointed 
the Inspection Board I was not aware of 
any trouble about the meat—they were 
appointed under the regulations of the 
Home. The Board of Survey never 
made any report to me. I examined the 
food myself personally on several occa­ 
sions and have made inquiries. 1 make 
a thorough inspection of everything on 
the place on Sunday. Major Erdman 
now takes charge of that department and 
is the disbursing and purchasing 
officer. 
THE CEMETERY AFFAIR. 
“Have we a cemetery here?” asked 
Colonel Harris. 
“ Yes sir,” came the ready answer 
from Governor Treichel. “It is situated 
on a beautiful little hill; about twenty 
acres are allotted for the purpose and 
twenty more are to be added to it. We 
do not have headstones in the sense of 
the word stone, but we have very neat 
headboards with the name and regiment 
of the man.” 
Col. Harris—Now please describe all 
that happens after a man is placed in his 
coffin. 
Gov. Treichel—The casket is made of 
redwood, is nicely varnished, well lined, 
and has metallic screws and handles. 
The outside case is wood, covered with 
heavy zinc. The doctor reports a death 
to me. 
I consult with him as to how 
long the body should be kept, and on 
that decision I arrange for the funeral. 
I find out what denomination the man 
belonged to, and get the services of a 
minister of his church. On every occa­ 
sion that we have had of death a minister 
of the gospel has been present and offici­ 
ated. There have been six deaths; 
three times Father Hawes was present, 
and on the other three Dr. Judd. On 
every occasion the church services have 
been used. At the funeral there is a 
non-commissioned officer and nine m«n 
as pall-bearers and funeral escort. The 
body is carried out by these men, the 
American flag being over the coffin. The 
casket is then placed in a wagon and the 
escort march each side of it, when the 
we *ther will permit. When too hot the 
CBCort follows in another vehicle. On 
every occasion I have preceded the 
hearse with the clergyman, then came 
the escort, next the Burgeon, then my 
sister, generally, and whoever desired 
followed the train—on two occasions the 
wives of the deceased being present. 
Generally there are three or four car­ 
riages. The doctor’s family generally 
walk over., At the grave the services 
for the dead are performed in every case. 
We do not have a firing party, because 
we have not got any firearms here. 
Colonel Harris—I want to ask yon, 
Governor Treichel, if daring your term 
of office you sold supplies to anyone, 
if so, describe such transaction ? 
Governor Treichel—On one occasion 
I let a man bnyaconple of pairs of shoes, 
for which I charged him the regulation 
price, and entered the amonnt in my 
accounts. During June I permitted a 
man named Duggan to purchase sup plies 
from the Commissary. He was allowed 
to purchase what supplies he needed. 
He was a workman with a house outside 
and found so much trouble in getting his 
supplies from Santa Monica, that I al­ 


lowed him to purchase them from 
the Home. The man was to pay for 
theee supplies at the end of the month. 
At the cloee of the first month, Jane, he 
offered to pay me for those supplies, but 
the memorandum was not completed, so 
1 told him to let it go to the end of next 
month, as he was still working, and pay 
the Treasurer. This he did, and the 
Treasurer took the amount up in his ac­ 
counts. There has been no other cases be­ 
sides those I have cited. When acting in 
my dual capacity before Major Erdman 
arrived I made regular returns to the 
President of the Board of Managers by 
accounts current with abstract and prop­ 
erly authenticated vouchers for each 
transaction. Payments were on all occas­ 
ions by checks, on the Los Angeles Nat­ 
ional Bank, with the sole exception of the 
pay-roll, which was .paid ia cash in the 
presence of witnesses. 
Colonel Markham then asked if any 
meat had been rejected on any occasion. 
Governor Treichel—Yes; in June it 
was reported to me that the meat was not 
up to the contract. I went to the com­ 
missary department and found that it was 
not. I sent into Santa Monica and pur­ 
chased enough meat for the requirements 
of the next day. 
This concluded the examination of 
Governor Treichel, and Dr. Hasse, the 
Surgeon of the Home, was then called to 
the stand. 
d r . h a s b k ’s s t a t e m e n t. 
The doctor explained the method in 
which the hospital was managed, and 
said that there were sixteen men in the 
sick department and sixteen in the con­ 
valescent ward, and that there was a 
ward master and three nurse^in each 
department. “I make my requisitions 
on the Commissary,” he sain, “and 
although on all occasions they have not 
always been on hand at once, they have 
always been procured. There is a hos­ 
pital kitchen in connection with the com­ 
mon one, and I have a special hospital 
cook. 
Colonel Harris paid a compliment to 
the doctor for his efficiency, as expressed 
by the G. A. R. committee, and alBofrom 
what he had personally observed. Dr. 
Hasse Haid that he would like to have 
extra facilities for the convalescent de­ 
partment. A suggestion had been made 
to him by Governor Thomas, and he 
tüonght it could be carried out, to have 
the men in his charge all eat in the hos­ 
pital ward. 
Col. Harris then questioned Dr. Hasse 
about Byfield, who made the statement 
early in the morning about being badly 
treated in the medical department. The 
doctor staled that Byfield was in the 
habit of going to town on every occasion 
possible and drinkiDg, and that he was 
always dissatisfied. 
Governor Treichel was then recalled 
and asked how many citizen employees 
were at the Home. Hereplied: "Twelve, 
1 carpenter, 1 Treasurer’s clerk, 1 farmer, 
G laborers, 1 Superintendent of Construc­ 
tion and 2 teamsters. The Superintend­ 
ent looked after the erection of the bar­ 
racks, etc. I do not th;nk that I have 
any men in the Home who can fill the 
places of these citizen employees. The 
veterans cannot do the active work that 
these others are capable of—in fact, 
they have sworn that they are unable to 
obtain livelihoods by manual labor. I 
have always been willing to giveinmateB 
the preference over outsiders, but they 
could not do the work. If the soldiers 
wished it they were always employed, 
but in every case they have always quit 
of their own accord—never have been 
discharged. The price of labor is fixed 
by a schedule I receive from the board. 
I know the rates at the Yountville Home. 
The highest price for any sort of labor 
theie, skilled or otherwise, is 20 cents a 
day.” 
Col. Harris then announced that the 
question of the hours of labor for mem­ 
bers of the Home had been up before the 
board for consideration and that they had 
decided that in future eight hours should 
constitute a day’s work. 
Col. Markham then asked Gov­ 
ernor Treichel some questions about the 
manner in which the kitchen is supplied 
and run. 
In response to a question by Colonel 
Harris, Governor Treichel then explained 
the system adopted regarding the admis­ 
sion and readmission of applicants,show­ 
ing that a man was on probation until 
approved by the local manager. 
At this point adjournment was taken 
for lunch, Governor Treichel, as on pre­ 
vious occasions, inviting the whole party 
to his residence, where they partook of 
an excellent collatioD. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The first witness called was Major Erd­ 
man, the Treasurer of the institution. 
He said: “I reported for duty on the 
26th or 27th of June, and commenced 
my duties on July 1st. The balances 
were turned over to me by Governor 
Treichel. 
I am responsible for all 
monieB and valuables on this branch. 
Everything was turned over to my satis­ 
faction. I think that the present Quarter­ 
master-Sergeant is a very competent 
man, but rather too forcible in his lan­ 
guage. He has been reported to me 
and I have 
reprimanded 
him. 
I think he improved after I admonished 
him. John Dwyer was Commissary 
when I came, and when be left the Gov­ 
ernor appointed Mr. Roberts to the 
vacancy, after making due inquiry as to 
his fitness. I consider Roberts a very 
good man, and I believe him to be an 
honest man. I think he is competent, 
and that he faithfully attends to the du­ 
ties of his office. The Commissary 
complained to me at times about the 
meat, and I brought it to the Colonel’s 
notice. A Board of Survey was appoint­ 
ed, but never reported. I think that the 
present rations of coffee and sugar are 
ample. The ham and bacon we have is 
first-class. The potatoes now are good. 
Up to the end of August we used pota­ 
toes raised on the farm here, and they 
were not so good. The new contract 
price for beef that we have just let for 
the present quarter is 5% cents. At 
present we take half a beef a day. We 
have never increased any rations on ac­ 
count of visitors. When the G. A. R. 
committee came here from Los Angeles 
they took us by eurprise.” 
Major Erdman was then questioned as 
to the capabilities of the teamsters, 
laborers and Superintendent, and spoke 
well of them all. 
Colonel Harri3—Has, to your knowl­ 
edge, anything that could have reasona­ 
bly been done for the benefit and comfort 
of the inmates been left undone ? 
Major Erdman—No, sir. 
B. 
S. Owens, the dining-room Ser­ 
geant, then gave evidence. He said: ‘ I 
anew West. He was very insulting to 
one of the waiters. I knew him at 
Yountvillo. He was very troublesome 
there, and was discharged from that 
Home for taking papers from the library. 
He was very insolent there, and was 
dishonorably discharged.” 
At this point the visitors from Los An­ 
geles were compelled to take their de­ 
parture, and the investigation was ad­ 
journed until 9 o’clock this morning. 
A CHAT WITH COLONEL HARRIS. 
In conversation with a H erald man 
yesterday morning. Colonel Harris, Vice­ 
President and Acting Chairman of the 
Board of Managers of the Soldiers’ 
Home, remarked: “I read in the Los 


Angeles H erald of Sunday last an 
article on the Tanner pension matter that 
is, so far, the best thing I have ever seen 
on the subject. It was clear, concise and 
non-partizan, and treated the matter 
logically and without attempting to make 
it a party affair.” 
Colonel Harris is a great admirer of 
Southern California, and said that if he 
could he would make a lengthy stay here, 
but that his duties will not permit him to 
stay.Speaking of the investigation now 
pending, he remarked that he had not 
noticed in any of the papers the exact 
call that he had given when invitiDg the 
soldiers to appear with their grievances. 
It was as follows: “Members of the Pa­ 
cific Branch and Comrades—The mem­ 
bers of the Board of Managers of 
the National 
Home 
for Disabled 
Volunteer Soldiers are here for the pur­ 
pose of inspecting this branch, hearing 
complaints and doing such other neces­ 
sary and proper things under the law as 
circumstances may warrant. Now, 
therefore, every member who feels that 
he has just cause of complaint is invited 
to appear before the board at head­ 
quarters at 1 p. m. The board will re­ 
main in session until all the complaints 
have been heard.” 
Colonel Harris Btated that when the 
visiting board concluded its labors it 
would proceed to Leavenworth, and 
there, if a quorum was obtained, action 
would be taken on the matter. If there 
were not enough of the board present, 
nothing would probably be done until 
the board had its regular meeting in 
December. 
GOVERNOR MARTIN’S DEATH. 
During the investigation the news of 
the death of ex-tiovernor J. A. Martin 
was conveyed to the board. Col. Harris 
thereupon adjourned the proceedings for 
a few minutes, and paid a glowing trib­ 
ute to the memory cf the deceased, who 
was Second Vice-President of the Board 
of Managers. Col. Harris, in the course 
of his remarks, said: “ He was a splen­ 
did gentleman, manly in all respects, 
and it seems to me that in him 1 have 
lost a member of my own family. When 
I saw him last at Boston, during our 
meeting in July, he was in compara­ 
tively robust health. He was not more 
than 50 years of age or so. I had heard 
of his sickness when at the Central 
Branch, but had not heard of him since 
until now I hear of his death.” 
A POST FUND. 
Colonel Markham has managed to 
secure for this Ifome an innovation 
which will redound grea‘ly to its benefit. 
It is an advance of money from the cen­ 
tral branch, whereby a post store can be 
created as at the older institutions. This 
is a store where the soldiers can pur­ 
chase all luxuries, oven beer being gen­ 
erally dispensed, and the profits are 
given to a fund known as the Post fund. 
From this institution money is obtained 
for a band, amusements, and everything 
else out of the general run. Colonel 
Harris is generously arranging for loan­ 
ing the money, and Colonel Markham 
will look after the.affair.

Attempts to Oust tbe Clilef Justice 
of Arizona. • 
N kw Y ork, October 3.— A Washington 
special says: 
For some time past vigor­ 
ous efforts have been made to procure 
the removal of Chief Justice W right, of 
Arizona, but no one could he fouud 
to put the complaints against him int o 
proper shape. Formal charges,however, 
duly signed and sworn to, have at last 
reached Washington and an investigation 
has been ordered. The principal accu­ 
sation, it is said, is that the Chief Justice 
over-rode the laws of the Territory in 
several cases, and th a t he has a way of 
imposing penalties of banishm ent on 
culprits instead of the ¡punishm ent pre­ 
scribed in the statutes.

m orals of the com munity, by ridding it 
of bad characters, whose offences were 
only adequately provided for in the laws, 
b ut it is argued that a m agistrate of the 
rank of Chief Justice is appointed to 
expound, not to am end the system of 
jurisprudence.

A Jolly Seed Time Ahead. 
It looks very m uch as if the Congress 
of the Americas now gathered at W ash 
ington is to be a good deal of a junketing 
affair. Its adjournm ent to the 18th of 
November has quite that appearance, and 
would indicate th a t Americans, from 
whatsoever quarter of the continent they 
may hail, are thoroughly imbued with 
the notion that all work and no play 
makes Jack a dull boy. Meanwhile, it 
is 
consoling 
to know 
th at 
the 
representatives 
of 
the 
seventeen 
American nations have been tendered 
and 
have 
accepted 
the hospitality 
of the United States. 
The invitation 
was given in Mr. B laine’s best and most 
effasive style; and, as an earnest of 
w hat is to 
come, 
our 
illustrious 
visitors have already enjoyed a ban­ 
quet at the Hotel Normandie, ostensibly 
given by Mr. Blaine, which will in all 
likelihood be paid for by the U nited 
States, and a cold lunch at the Executive 
Mansion, which will probably also bs 
liquidated by U ncle Sam under the head 
of sundries. It has been unusual in the 
history of the past to gush over visitors 
in 
this 
style, 
w hether 
private 
or 
official, 
but 
it 
íb 
probably 
all right, and a part of the process of 
. “ blowing in” the surplus so fervently 
recommended by Hon. Tom Fitch in his 
speech at the Pavilion during the last 
campaign. The Plum ed Knight, from 
the tone of bis ebullient address, seems 
to contemplate a very thorough pro­ 
gramme of travel and recreation for the 
entertainm ent 
of 
the 
distinguished 
strangers from th e other two Americas. 
If we are to trust to his hoepita ole declar­ 
ation, they are to be taken over the 
conntry at large, in order th at they may 
know what kind of a region the United 
States is. As an incident of this gay 
and 
festive 
progression 
they 
will 
doubtless be dined and wined to their 
hearts’ content, and they will be made 
to see things as through the bottom of a 
glass, darkly, and yet far from dolorously. 
Much grandiloquence will be exploded in 
the sessions of the Congress of the three 
Americas after the enactment of such an 
agreeable programme, and enthusiasm 
will 
be 
on 
the 
ram page, so 
to 
speak. 
But, 
outside 
of 
a 
good 
lot of eloquence, of assorted grades, 
from fair and 
middling 
to super­ 
lative, what good this Congress will 
effect, we fail to see, as long as the Re­ 
publican .war tariff prevents American 
manufacturers from m aking goods as 
cheaply as they can be made in England 
and on the continent of Europe, and ren­ 
ders it im possible for our ship builders 
to build ships to sail on the high seas. 
The delegates from the Central and 
South Americas will go home after shak­ 
ing Mr. Blaine effusively by the hand, 
and the peoples they represent will keep 
on buying th eir 
goods 
where they 
can buy them cheapest. 
We shall have 
indulged 
in 
a 
diplomatic coup de 
theatre, and shall have reaped from it no 
practical benefit whatsoever so long as 
the Republican party denies to our m an­ 
ufacturers and ship builders the free raw 
m aterials which would enable them to 
meet the manufacturers of Europe os 
equal ground. 
B at, while we shall not 
extend 
our 
trade as the result of 
this conference, we have th e consola­ 
tion of knowing that our highly pro­ 
tected Carnegies will go on importing 
cheap labor from abroad to displace 
Americans, and th at they will continue 
as of old, to pocket 
the prodigious 
profits accruing for the tim e being from 
killing the goose that lays the golden 
egg, on the principle “ after us the 
delnge.”

The Decar e l 
the R ural Heme 
W hile there will always be many 
rich, beautifnl and happy city homes, 
th e 
evidence 
accumulates that 
the 
' country ought to rehabilitate itself in 
this regard. 
The city that man has 
made is grewing at the exDense of the 
country that God made. 
This is an old 
plaint, as well as a true one. 
Virgil’s 
swain heard the moaning winds whisper 
the decay of his rural power, and the 
ill-boding crow from his nest in the 
beech tree also predicted it. He told how 
often his crops had been sacrificed in the 
city’s markets, and her altars imbued 
with the blood of his flocks. 
But a wider plaint is abroad now. 
From all the East it comes in the solemn 
form of official tabulation. 
In fourteen 
counties of New York the State Assessors 
say there is constant decay in farm 
values and thrift. This is true in nearly 
all the spareely settled regions of the 
Eastern States, and the New Englander 
of a quarter of a century ago would open 
his eyes very wide if he were to examine 
and compare the facts of today with 
those of his boyhood. 
L ittle farms that 
once 
sustained 
each 
its 
small 
fam ily, 
have 
declined 
everywhere 
in valne all through 
New England, 
and many are being abandoned every 
year. Attem pts are now being m ade to 
get Scandinavian families to come in 
and occupy these deserted farm s, many 
of which have com fortable buildings and 
beautiful situations, but this offers small 
hope of relief, since there is no way to 
deal with so m any small and scattered 
owners. 
Perhaps the case of Vermont is the 
most striking of all as she has always 
been an agricultural State of the aturdí- 
• s i type. W hat make* the matter still 


more strange is the fact that some of 
these decaying com munities are adja­ 
cent to w hat are known as the “ factory” 
towns. The Commissioner of Agricul­ 
ture of th at State has published several 
reports from assessors. 
One lister re­ 
ports as follows: 
“ In 1882 certain farm s in our town 
were assessed at some $5 per acre, and 
in 1880 the same property was valued at 
$2 per acre less; and still a great part, 
where they have been sold, do not bring 
the present appraisal. Probably in one- 
thira 
of 
this 
town, where 
there 
were in th e memory of the oldest in­ 
habitants our best farm s and most pros­ 
perous farm ers, the buildings are now go 
ing and have already gone to decay; and 
what was a few years ago fertile fields 
are 
used 
for 
pasturage, 
and fast 
growiDg 
again to timber. I think I 
can Bafely say that 4,000 acres can be 
purchased in this town alone, adjoining; 
and of this amount abont one-half are in 
farms of from 70 to 200 acres, and some of 
these w ith buildings, many of them occu­ 
pied, which could be bought for from $2 
to $4 per acre. The rem aining half are 
lands which formerly comprised good 
farms, but with buildings now gone, and 
fast growing up to tim ber. 
Some are 
used for pasturage, and on other farms 
the feaces are not kept up. There are 
miles of stone walls to testify to former 
civilization, and these lands could be 
bou ah t for from $1 to $2 per acre. Time 
for paym ent coaid be bad on all these 
lands.” 
A nother says: 
“ In the west part of 
our town and in the two towns adjoining, 
there are thirtj-five to forty farms aban 
doned and unoccupied, m any having 
good buildings, and the best of them 
purchasable at $5 or less an acre." 
N ature is healing outward wounds by 
clothing the old pastures with “ second 
growth,” and the old hom es by creeping 
vines, as nature heals all her h u rts; but 
there is no life w ithin the old house 
and th e hearthstone is left bare and 
desolate. The city is growing in popula­ 
tion even there, for the State has gained 
abont 2,000 a year since 1850. But all 
this has baen at the country’s cost— 
24,000 of the population having been 
taken from the rural regions and set 
down in the larger towns. 
And M assa­ 
chusetts makes scarcely any 
better 
showing. She, too, Is filling up her 
towns, and has sm all m arket for any 
country property outside of the growing 
fashion to make sum m er homes of these 
because they are so cheap. 
To Californians this lesson has many 
pertinent suggestions. 
We have long 
been aware of the poor case of the single 
crop farm er in the old and in the new 
Northwest. The discontented denizen of 
New England or the Middle States is not 
anxious to try his fortune upon the south­ 
ern m iasmatic river bottom or the storm- 
swept western prairies even if prospects 
for good returns were much brighter than 
they are. 
W hat can we fairly assume to 
offer to him who wants a home and will 
work to keep it, as every head of a family 
has had to work in all time in the E ast ? 
Even now, as the Centennial poet sang, 
Freedom 's utterm ost hom e has been 
“ B n llt in th e s m ile o f a so fter sky, 
A n d th e g lo ry o f b e a u ty y e t to b e. ” 
There is ne further frontier. H ere th e 
American home-builder m ust make bis 
last stand. If home and fam ily life are 
ever to be glorified 
anew it must 
be better hoped for here than else­ 
where o a the Continent today, 
if 
are 
to 
believe 
the 
current 
estim ate on every hand. If we are wise 
cannot we offer not only more comforts 
and leae loss of vital force to the work­ 
ing m an here than any eastern com mun­ 
ity can offer, and more substantial re­ 
turns as well 7 B at to do this we must 
put the boom and the paper town farther 
behind us than ever. 
This íb a country 
that broadly invites to out-of-door life. 
No m an wants • mere town lot who lives 
land of sunlight. 
The sensible 
seeker for a home in California wants, 
above all tnings, an estate that shall 
have a broad setting of land. 
H e may 
a ant something less than a farm but 
hardly anything less than a sm all orchard 
garden, 
or both, that 
m ay b« 
made 
beautiful 
and productive 
well, 
for 
each 
of 
these 
things 
goes with the other. We cannot too soon 
begin the true policy, which is first to re­ 
cognize the fact that he who has an estate 
fit for a Southern California hom e and 
improves it in a befitting way has almost 
the only class of proDerty th a t is sure 
to attract attention and command a good 
price. I t is because sense and senti­ 
ment combined in its favor th a t we 
should urge the utm ost beautifying along 
with the utm ost productiveness of our 
land. 
Outside of one or two places 
in this region each a thing as a mere 
house lot, with no setting for it, is not to 
be seriously thought of by the eastern man 
who seeks a home for his family in Buch 
a climate and with such productiveness 
of soil; and the first duty of every 
earnest and honeBt citizen should be to 
put behind him forevermore that policy 
which has scored our beautiful territorj 
with streets that were never to be used, 
and pierced and crucified it with stakes. 
Let us adm it, let us tell—aye, let us 
urge—the truth, above which nothing is 
ever to be preferred. 
Southern Califor­ 
nia can ordain homes on a scale so beau­ 
tiful and so productive that no other 
portion of the country can compete or 
compare with us, if only it will blot out 
its high-priced and useless and stiffly 
laid out front foot lots, and give us back 
the wealth and the beauty and the prices 
that ought to attach to acres.

American excursion train reached Jersey 
City at 3 :15 o’clock this afternoon, hav­ 
ing been delayed by hot boxes. The 
run was otherwise uneventful. 
Secre­ 
tary Proctor occupied a seat in the car 
Columbus,” having 
decided at the 
last moment to accompany the party as 
far as W est Point to view the military 
parades. There have been some changes 
in the list of excursionists. The dele­ 
gates from the Argentine Republic were 
absent. Messrs. Estee and Hanson, of 
the American delegation, who had in­ 
tended to join the party later on, con­ 
cluded to em bark at W ashington. 
Dele- 
fates Pereira, of Brazil, Navarro and 
.imautour, of Mexico, Guzman, of Nic­ 
aragua, and Andrade, of Venezuela, who 
were set down as of the party, declined 
to go at the last moment. It appears 
that many of the delegates to the Con­ 
gress, presumably unacqnainted with the 
Inxarions surroundings and conveniences 
of the modern American palace car, were 
fearful of fatigues in store for them dur­ 
ing a tour lasting forty days. 


The slender Republican m ajority in 
the House of Representatives has been 
greatly récruited by the result of the 
elections in the new States. 
At the 
present writing there seems to be a clear 
addition of five members to the Repub­ 
lican strength in the lower house. These 
elections remove all 
doubts of the 
ability of the adm inistration to organize 
the House of Representatives. 
Repub­ 
licans find themselves in undisputed 
possession of all three branches of the 
government, Executive, Legislative and 
Judicial, and encumbered by a responsi­ 
bility which they will be obliged to han­ 
dle with signal prudence and skill to 
escape shipwreck. In addition to de­ 
term ining the complexion of the Hduse, 
these elections sdd six Republican Sen­ 
ators to the upper hoase, against a pos­ 
sible addition of two to the Democracy 
from Montana. 


AT WEST POINT. 


Fnyelling •! the Grant, Mierldan 
and Sherman Portrait*. 


W e s t P o in t , N. Y ., October 3.—West 
Point today was the scene of imposing 
ceremonies which are destined to be­ 
come memorable in its annals. The 
visit of the International American Con­ 
gress and the unveiling of the portraits 
of G rant, Sheridan and Sherman, pre­ 
sented by George W. Childs, were the 
principal features. The special train con 
taining the delegatea to the International 
American Congress arrived at about 5 
o’clock. Carriages awaited the delega! es 
and they were driven to the residence of 
Superintendent W ilson, where a dis­ 
tinguished company had assembled to 
welcome them . The booming of cannon 
announced the arrival a t the post of the 
distinguished guests. The Secretary of 
W ar was first to alight from his carriage 
and step upon the verandah of the Sup­ 
erintendent’s quarters. 
He was warmly 
S 
eated by General Sherman, General 
orace Porter, General Van Vliet, Mr. 
George W. Childs, W ayne McVeigh and 
the academic and m ilitary staff of the 
p o B t. 
There was an im mense crowd of 
spectators congregated nnder the trees 
on the edge of the plain. 
A battalion of 
cidets marched in review before the 
visitors. The m achine-like precision of 
their movements and the soldierly ap­ 
pearance of the cadets elicited from the 
foreigners many complimentary remarks. 
The battalion m arched to G rant Hall, 
the crowd quickly following, and in 
twinkling the hall was jammed with 
people. A platform had been erected at 
the north end of the room, where the 
portraits of the three great Generals, 
G rant, Sherman and Sheridan hung on 
the wall, veiled in a United States flag. 
The exercises were opened with a 
prayer by the chaplain of the post, Rev. 
Mr. Postlethwaite. The Superintendent 
then raised his h a n d ; a tap of the drums 
followed; the flags fell from the pictures, 
and they stood revealed in all their 
beauty. 
The battalion presented arms, 
the band played “ H ail Colombia” and 
the audience sprang to their feet and 
cheered. 
General Horace Porter was then in­ 
troduced and made the presentation ad­ 
dress, in which he enlogized the three 
Generals and the donor of the pictures. 
Superintendent W ilson in a short ad­ 
dress accepted the portraits, and the 
Secretary of W ar made a few remarks. 
General Sherman, who during all these 
ceremonies had sat on the platform with 
folded hands and tear-dimmed and down­ 
cast eyes, in response to many calls was 
next introduced. As the General arose 
the assemblage broke forth into wild 
cheering. 
The old warrior’s remarks 
were few, but every word uttered was 
eagerly caught up by his hearers. 
He 
said it was bv one of those Btrangely 
appointed accidents of life that he was 
perm itted to be the sole survivor of what 
General Porter had term ed the great trio 
of Generals of the late war. 
“ I was older than G rant or Sheridan. 
No three men ever lived on this earth so 
different from each other as the three 
men whose portraits you are now looking 
at. 
They were different in all respects 
save one, and that was in the devotion 
to their country of whatever talents they 
possessed. They were joined together in 
the true-hearted service of their coun­ 
try.” 
His rem arks were m ainly addressed to 
the cadets, advising them to love and 
serve their country, obey the laws and 
those in authority over them. 
By the 
country, he said, he m eant the whole 
country, no political party. 
This even­ 
ing a reception was held at the quarters 
of Col. W ilson, Superintendent of West 
Point, in honor of the International dele­ 
gates.

W a s h i n g t o n , October 3.—Tsui Two 
Ying, the newly appointed Chinese Min­ 
ister to the United States, was today pre­ 
sented to the President by Secretary 
Blaine. The M inister’s address was as 
follows: “ Mr. President, S ir:—I have 
the honor to deliver to Your Excellency 
a letter which my august sovereign, the 
Em peror of China, has addressed to you, 
accrediting me as Envoy Extraordinary 
and

Plenipotentiary to the 
United States. 
I t became m y duty to 
accept this im portant charge to which I 
was called, and I assume it with pleas­ 
ure, feeling a great degree of confidence 
that I may successfully accomplish the

of

mission, 
because of 
Your 
Excellency’s 
well 
known 
high 
sense 
and 
generous 
court­ 
esy. 
“ Mr. President, it will be m y constant 
aim to maintain and strengthen the 
amicable relation which now exists be­ 
tween China and the U nited States. 
Sir, I beg leave to offer you my earnest 
wishes for your personal happiness, for 
the success of th e Government of which 
you are the distinguished chief, and for 
the prosperity of the people of the United 
States.” 
The President replied: 
“ Mr. M inister, it affords me sincere 
satisfaction to receive from yonr hands 
a letter by which your august sovereign, 
the Em peror of ChiDa, credits you in 
the quality of Envoy Extraordinary and 
M inister 
Plenipotentiary 
to 
the 
Government 
of 
the 
United States. 
I am pleased to observe the con­ 
fidence you feel and 
express that 
in the discharge of the im portant duties 
of yonr mission you may rely upon my 
co-operation to m aintain the existing re­ 
lations of good will between the two 
countries, and I assure you it shall be 
my pleasure to second any efforts having 
for th e it object the accomplishment of 
this purpose. I offer you in return my 
desireBfur the peace, happiness and pros­ 
perity of the Em pire of C hina and its 
people, under their sovereign’s benificent 
rule. I also add my sincere wish for 
your health and happiness during your 
residence in this Capital.”

Straw Indicating the Policy off 
tlie General Gaud Office. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
October 
3 —Commis­ 
sioner Groff, of th e General Land Office, 
rendered his first decision today. 
It wa6 
the cise of Johannes Frederick vs. 
Fred H anselin, on appeal from the de­ 
cision of the local Land Office at Benson, 
Minn. The decision appealed from holds 
that Hanselia failed to comply with the 
letter of the Homestead law, in th at be 
did not establish his actual residence 
upon the land within six months after 
entry, only digging a cellar and building 
a foundation. The entry was accordingly 
cancelled. 
Commissioner Groff overrules this de­ 
cision, and in a review of the case finds 
that H anselin, who was a poor man, was 
getting along as rapidly with the im­ 
provement of the land and the construc­ 
tion of a house as possible. 
The Com­ 
missioner adds that the six months rule 
is not to be insisted upon where evidence 
of a m an’s good faith towards the Gov­ 
ernm ent is sufficiently shown, or where 
his acts are not inconsistent with an 
honest purpose to comply with the law. 
He sees no bad faith in this case. 
The decision is regarded as im portant 
as indicating the policy of the General 
Land Office with respect to this class of 
claims. 


EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


Changes in the Booh of Common 
Prayer Adopted. 
N e w Y o r k , October 3 .— The House of 
Deputies.of theJGeneral Episcopal Con­ 
vention met this morning. 
Standing 
committees were appointed. A petition 
was presented asking that Oregon be ad ­ 
m itted as a diocese. 
Referred to the 
Committee on New 
Dioceses. 
The 
deputies from Oregon were adm itted to 
seats and read their petition. Rev. Davis, 
of Pennsylvania, 
presented a report 
on Liturgical Revision from the commit­ 
tee on that subject appointed by the last 
General Convention. 
It whs made a 
special order for next Thursday. A dep­ 
utation from the Synod of Canada waB 
received, and courteous speeches were 
exchanged. 
Notice was given of the 
minority report on Liturgical Revision. 
Consideration of the report suggesting 
alterations and additions to the Book of 
Common Prayer was then taken up, and 
those 
clauses relating to the order 
of reading the psalter and Holy Script­ 
ures, changing the order in the daily 
morning prayer, in the opening sentence 
of the same, and in the rubric following 
the “ V enite,” were adopted. 
In all 
seven changes were approved, but the 
eighth, changing the rubric prefixed to 
the litany, was rejected. 
Several more resolutions were adopted, 
and a message woe received from the 
House of Bishops, announcing th at it had 
adopted, conditional on thexoncurrence 
of thij House of Deputies, the entire 
eighteen resolutions upon which the 
Deputies had been voting all day. 
The 
twelfth resolution then came up for con­ 
sideration, and Dr. Edgar, of New York, 
spoke in support of it. 
it was, in the 
order for th e adm inistration of the Lord’s 
Sapper, 
to substitute the following: 
“ Then shall be said the creed commonly 
called to Nicene creed, or else the Apos­ 
tle’s creed, but the creed may be omitted 
if it hath been said im mediately in the 
morning 
prayers; 
provided th a t the 
Nicene creed shall be eaid on Christm as 
day, Easter day, Ascension day, W hit­ 
sunday and Trinity Sunday.” 
" 
Dr. Edgar said the Nicene creed formed 
part of the doctrine of the church, and 
eince m any priests never read it, it should 
be made obligatory. Scorning Judd, one 
of the Chicago lay delegates, Rev. Ar­ 
thur Lawrence, of M assachusetts, and 
Rev. Dr. Goodwin spoke in opposition to 
the resolution. The House adjourned 
with the question still pending.

Work of the Senate Irriga­ 
tion Committee. 


SENATOR STEWART’S 
RETORN, 


He is E nthusiastic Over the Pros­ 
pect of Arid Land 
Redem ption. 


I Associated Presa Dispatches to the H erald 


S an 
F r a n c isc o , October 3 .— Senator 
William M. 8tewart, oí Nevada, arrived 
here this morning. Tne Senate Com 
mittee on Irrigation, of which he is Chair­ 
man, has closed its investigation and its 
members 
have gone to 
their res­ 
pective homes. In an interview today 
Senator Stewart stated that the Com­ 
mittee has been 
on the road fifty 
days a .id had taken the testimony of 
nearly 400 witnesses, distributed through 
the following States and Territories: 
Minnesota, North and South Dakota, 
Montana, Washington, Oregon, Califor­ 
nia, Arizona, New Mexico, Texas, Kan­ 
sas, Colorado and Nebraska. 
The principal irrigation systems in the 
United States have been visited, and 
careful observation made of the develop­ 
ment and practical results of their vari­ 
ous ditches aud irrigating canals. The 
great artesian wells of the Northwest, 
some of them 2,000 feet deep, have been 
examined and their workings noted. The 
committee also examined a number of 
sites for the storage of water—great nat­ 
ural basins, which need but little effort 
to constitute them gigantic reservoirs, 
capable of irrigating millions of acres of 
land. A number of lakes were also ex­ 
amined. 
Altogether the committee has made a 
journey of some 12,000 miles, and has 
gathered a vast amount of usefui infor­ 
mation 
upon 
all 
the 
phases 
of 
the 
irrigation 
problem. Upon 
one 
point it has fonnd entire concurrence 
among the farmers and frnit growers 
who have resorted to irrigation; that is, 
that the crops are rendered not only 
more certain, but much more abundant, 
by getting water just when they need it, 
rather 
than 
when 
the 
accident 
of 
rainfall 
supplies 
it. 
Many 
estimates 
have 
been 
adduced 
as 
to the advantage afforded in this respect;

8tat. 550). The records show th a t the 
lsind is within the prim ary lim its of the 
grant by Act of Congress,approved March 
3,1871 (16 Stat. 573), to the Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad 
Company 
(branch 
line), 
and 
was 
listed 
by 
said 
company 
on 
December 
6, 
1884. 
The claim of the com pany was rejected 
by the decision of the Department on 
January 11,1888, (6 L. D. 680,) and said 
Coble was allowed to make homestead 
entry of the land, which he did on Feb­ 
ruary 17, 1888, according to said decision 
of your office. 
On June 4, 1888, the 
Register transm itted said application to 
purchase, which was filed on Mav 26th, 
same year. W right alleges that he and 
one Hughes purchased said land from 
said company on December 10, 1884, 
while residing on adjoining land, and 
agreed to pay the sum of $2 50 per acre; 
that they paid a part of the purchase 
price, to-w it: $102.40, and contracted in 
writing with said company to pay the 
balance, with interest at the rate of Be ven 
per cent, on December 10, 1889; 
that 
about the same tim e they purchased the 
improvements of a settler or squatter for 
th eeu m o f$ 5 0 ; th a t on December 3, 
1885, said W right bought out the interest 
of eaid Hughes for the sum of $120, who 
duly assigned to said W right his inter­ 
est ; that the applicant has since paid the 
annual interest, am ounting to $22.40, and 
has improved said land by developing 
a spring and bringing water to his ad­ 
joining land, where there was no w ater; 
th a t except for the water upon the land, 
it would be of little value, being moun­ 
tainous ; that said land was entered on 
February 17th, 1888, by said Coble, 
under the homestead laws (No. 3,876); 
th a t said land was selected by said com­ 
pany on December 6th, 1884, per list 
No. 18, and was claimed by said com­ 
pany as recurring to them under said 
grant, when they contracted to convey 
th e land to the applicant and said 
H ughes as aforesaid; that said W right is 
a bona fide purchaser of said land from 
said company and claim s the right of 
purchase under the fourth section of 
said act of 1887; that at the time said 
Coble settled on said land, and applied 
to make homestead entry thereof, he was 
told by the applicant that he claimed 
the land. 
Your office rejected the land applica­ 
tion for the reason th a t the section under 
which he claims has reference solely to 
lands which have been erroneously certi­ 
fied or patented to a railroad company 
and is not applicable to th e case at bar, 
because the land in question has not 
been certified or patented to said company. 
Y our office also held that the application 
could not be allowed under the fifth section 
of said act for th e reason that the 
express terms of the provision state 
“ th at 
the section shall not apply to 
lands settled upon 
subsequent to the 
first day of September, 1882, by persons 
elaiming to enter the same under settle­ 
m ent laws of the U nited 3tates as to 
w hich the same as aforesaid shall be en­ 
titled to prove up and enteras in other 
like 
cases." 
The 
decision appealed 
from is in harm ony with the ruling of 
this Department. 
On November 22, 
1887, the D epartm ent formulated instruc­ 
tions, having previously taken the ad­ 
vice of the Honorable Attorney-General 
in 6 L. D. 272-6, which states that: 
“ As to the lands which have been 
erroneously certified or patented to the 
company (being the lands referred to in 
th e second section) the fourth section 
of the Act provides for the disposal of 
such of those lands as may have been 
sold by the .company to citizens of the 
United States or persons who have de­ 
clared their intention." etc. 
It is quite evident, therefore, that the 
second and fourth sections refer to lands 
the title to which has passed by certifi­ 
cation or patent, and not as contended 
by the appellant, to lands which had 
been listed, but not certified or patented 
to the grantee. W ith reference to the 
fifth 
section 
of 
said 
Act, 
the 
circular states: "U nder the last pro­ 
viso of said section, however, it a settle­ 
m ent was made on eaid lands subsequent 
to December 1, 1882, by persons claiming 
the same under the settlem ent lawB of 
th e Uoited States, it will defeat the right 
of the purchaser w hether said purchase 
was made prior to or subsequent to 
December, 1882, and the settler will be 
allowed to prove up for eaid lands as in 
other like cases." ThiB provision in said 
circular was quoted with approval by 
Mr. Secretary Vilas in the case of Roesch- 
laub vs. Union Pacific Railway Com­ 
pany, et ai. (6 L. D. 750). 
See also 
Samuel L. Campbell (8 L. D. 27), cir­ 
cular of February 13, 1889 (idem. 850-1). 
It is not denied that the land in question 
was settled 
upon by the homestead 
settler subsequently to December 1,1882; 
since the land has not been certified or 
patented, it follows th a t the application 
was properly rejected. 
The decision of your office is accord­ 
ingly affirmed, and the papers in the 
case 
are 
herewith returned.

.CALIFORNIA AT TH E EAST. 


W h a t a T r a v e l e r H a i to B a y A b o a t 
L e a a a n a a n a o r a n t c a .

H k ra ld — I 
saw 
lemons 
m arked for shipm ent to New Orleans 
and the Pacific Coast here this week, 
billed at $6.50 to $7.50 per box. 
Yon 
e e e from enclosed circular they sold at 
auction in New Y ork as high as $9 per 
box. I saw some sell at $6 on the street 
here, th at were so t a bit better than 
eome I have grown in different orchards 
around San Gabriel. 
Locking over the 
bill book of a prom inent wholesale house 
yesterday, I find the average wholesale 
trade for lemons here in Chicago as fol­ 
lows : 
May 1st to August 1st, $4.50 to 
$5.50; 
August 1st to September 1st, 
$5 00 to $5.50; 
September 1st to 15th, 
$6 50 to $8 50 per box. I t hae beon very 
warm here so far th is month. 
As I said in a form ar letter, there are 
over 2,000,000 boxee of lemons consumed 
yearly in America, with the dem and 
constantly increasing. 
I t seems to me 
th e above pricee w arrant Southern Cali­ 
fornia in planting enough trees to at 


least supply the Coast trade, and not 
compel them to eend to Sicily, (8,000 
miles away,) for what they need. 
The average price of lemons in Chicago 
and New York markets the fall season 
was $4 50 to $5 per box, and it is so 
nearly every year. 
At these prices an 
acre of trees would net the grower any­ 
where from $1,000 to $3,000, according 
to the age and size of the tree. 
A lemon tree differs from an orange 
tree in that it does not require as rich 
soil and needs little if any irrigation to 
produce good fruit. If forced and ferti­ 
lized as an orange tree is, it makes wood 
instead of fruit. 
Passing Slack’s 
m ammoth 
retail 
grocery store the other day I noticed 
a great display of olives on the front 
table. I stepped in and bought a quart 
bottle,very fine, for 85 cents. 
W hy do you give olives euch promin­ 
ence, I asked? 
H e said, “ Because 
they deserve it. 
The 
dem and for 
them 
is 
increasing 
very 
fast. 
Americans 
are 
just 
beginning 
to 
appreciate them . Being quite expensive 
and requiring a cultivated taste, makes 
them fashionable." 
It is “ proper" now at all progressive 
whist parties to pass olives, little fancy 
etched napkins being need to bold them 
on instead of China. 
I asked if he had 
ever seen any ripe olives pickled, such as 
they put up in California. No, he never 
heard of them before. I told him he 
had better send to Seymonr A Johnson, 
of Los Angeles, fora sample, as I thought 
they were as m uch richer and finer flav­ 
ored than green olives as butter is better 
than lard. 
, 
It looks to me as though everything 
was pointing our way m the m atter of 
frm t. All we w ant in Southern Califor­ 
nia is to raise the stuff and pack it prop­ 
erly ; then we will soon drive out foreign 
fruit and create a dem and for every 
orange, lemon and olive we can possibly 
raise. 
' 
Speaking of 
oranges, W atson, the 
active partner of PorterBros., the other day 
said the dem and for navels is growing so 
rapidly that he didn’t believe California 
courd raise enough to supply it. 
Let somebody stop and figure the 
profit on an acre of olives at 85c a quart 
(or even a gallon) in the Chicago m ar­ 
ket. 
Besides the raising and proper packing 
of our fruit, I am satisfied, after a slight 
iuve8tigation that so far as oranges are 
concerned there ought to be concerted 
action on the part of growers in order to 
get the best resalte. 
I believe the 
auction room would be the proper place 
to consign and distribute it all if it were 
possible to get all the growers to join 
hands. If it were all handled at one 
place then all the dealers throughout the 
country would have to be there in person 
or represented by brokers—the same as 
they are now in Brown A Seccombs 
in New York, where every box of foreign 
fruit, green or dried, is sold at auction. 
Porter Bros, and the Earl Fruit Com­ 
pany are m aking heroic efforts here to 
build up the auction business. They, 
however, have to bid the stuff in them ­ 
selves in ' order to make it bring fair 
prices, as with so few buyers—mostly 
all local—the opportunity to combine 
and not bid is moet too good. The 
peddlers—there is an army of them in 
Chicago—hang around to see who gets 
the bargains, and but for the protection 
extended by the houses mentioned, 
it 
would 
undoubtedly 
all 
be 
bargains. 
I 
believe 
the 
auction 
business 
would 
succeed 
here 
but 
for the miscellaneous consignments of 
the sm all growers in California. 
Bend­ 
ing fruits to vegetable and chicken 
dealers to sell on commission is all 
wroDg. In the first place, stale vegeta­ 
bles and chicken coops are not fit associ­ 
ates for California fruit. 
They don’t 
help the looks of a box of navel oranges 
or improve ite flavor, and a house that 
has not trade enough to handle one 
thing exclusively here in Chicago (I 
mean in a wholesale way) you may de­ 
pend is not very strong, financially or 
morally. Ship fruit to exclusive fruit 
houses and vegetables to vegetable deal­ 
ers. They cannot play one against the 
other then—viz., throw in a tew oranges 
to make a turnip sale, or vice versa. 
How easy for an irresponsible honse to 
send the culls to the auction room to 
be given away and then send bill of sale 
to the grower for his whole shipm ent on 
that basis ? 
I am afraid the growers in California 
made a mistake in allowing the Orange 
Growers’ Union to die.

MEAfcURKB, AND PRESCRIBING THE POWERS
